transferred to land. 

All of the 200 passengers were saved,. 
according to chief steward, but contrary 
reports have; it thdt many perished. 
Estimates of the dead run from twelve 
te thirty. 

The wrecking of the Santa Rosa oc- 
curred shortly after 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Prier to the time she was ly- 
ing easily, with tow lines run out to the 
steam schooners, Centralia and Helen P.

“Dog days” are a delusion und a 
snare,’’ said Dr. Cole to a Post-Dispatch 
representative in Cincinnati. ‘‘The fal- 
lacy has been handed down from gener.- 
tion to generation, and has thus. taken 
a firm hold of the popular mini. 

“As a matter of fact, more persons in 
and around Cincinnati are bitten by so- 
called mad dogs during the winter than 
during the summer when ‘dog days’ are 
supposed to drive dogs mad. The only 
reason the chances of spreading rabies 
's greater in summer is that both man 
and beast are abroad more during warm 
weather, and therefore exposed more to 
animals that really are mad. 

“That the hot season as such, 1s not 
in dog bite cases, is borne out 
by the occurrences of the 119 cases that 
were treated at the Pasteur Institute in 
this city in the first year 1 was con- 
nected with it,’’ said Dr. Cole. ‘“‘There 
were 48 cases in January, February. and 
March, cases in April, May and 
June, only 11 cases in July, August-and 
September, while there were 31 cases in 
October, November and Decémber.”

When Referee H. 8S. Gordon decided

Woodson, on board the steamer Key- 
stone State, Woodson attacked him be- 
fore a crowd of 1000 persons and put him 
to flight. 

Five men held the defeated pugilist 
while the referee iost himself in the 
crowd to avert collision with Woodson’s 
fists. 

A crowd of well-dressed women, ac- 
customed to such scenes by attendance 
at many fights, looked on complacently 
while Woodson tried to free himself and 
strike the referee. Some sympathized 
with Woodson, while others took the 
part of the referee. There were ex- 
clamations of interest and [ae 
instead of fright. 

Regulation Prize Fight. 

The fight took place under auspices 
of the Edwardsville Athletic Club. It 
was a ren] fight from the beginning, 
and ill feeling between the contestants 
was plainly evident. 

Throughout the bout, Gordon kept 
calling to Woodson to “quit holding,’’ 
elthough Woodson’s offenses in this re- 
spect were no worse than Gray’s. In 
several respects, according to the opir- 
icn of nonpartisan spectators, Woodson 
got the worst of the decisions. He ac- 
cordingly was not in a good humor 
when Gordon announced that Gray, the 
“Fighting Coal Miner,’’ had won on 
points. 

Woodson cried out, angrilv and rushed 
at Gordon furiously. The referee backed 
hurriedly across the ring and climbed 
tetween the ropes while Woodson strug- 
cled with the attendants who trieu to 
hold him. Only Gé.don's ;reompt es- 
eape intu the crowd saved him from 
harm at the hanis of the maddened 
fishter. 

Lid Pried Off. 

The Illinois laws against prize fighting 
are stringent, but the E-dwardsville club 
frequently manages to pry off the hd. 
Gray and Wocdson have met ‘twice ve- 
fore under the auspices of this club, 
which accounts for the vigorous ian. 
ner of their attacks in ‘he ring Iri- 
aay night. 

Two preliminary bouts preceded the 
Woodson-Gray mixup on the Keystone 
State. 

Bobby Brendle won a decision from 
George Whitey in two rounds of an 
event scheduled for six rounds, and 
Brownie Sagen knocked out Elmer West 
in the fourth round of a similar go. 

The steamer carried a well-behaved 
crowd of fight fans, there being about 
a fifth as many Women as men. No 
disorder occurred except Woodson’s 
outbreak against the decision. 

After the angry pugilist had been 
quieted, one of his backers said: 

“There was no use in starting any- 
thing. It was a one-sided affair, and 
we didn’t have any money bet on the 
vutcome.”’

Heroism of Crew 
Saves Passengers 
on Wrecked Ship 


(Comtinued from Page One.) 





steamer Santa Rosa, who arrived here 
early today after a thrilling battle with 
the breakers that smashed the strand- 
ed ship, declare that more than four 
sailors lost their lives. 

One hundred and ninety-two passen- 
fers are all that have been accounted for 
so far, say the survivors. There were 
two hundred on the steamer and many 
of the rescued declare that the missing 
ones went to death when the surf bat- 
tered life rafts to pieces. 

Few of the ship-wrecked voyagers 
bave recovered from the nerve-racking 
strain of the battle with the breakers in 
the dark last night. Many of the women 
are still hysterical under the care of 
physicians wko were called when the 
special trains bearing the survivor ar- 
rived.here this morning. 

Those who were able to continue the 
journey south boarded regular trains 
this morning and the first was due to 
arrive at Los Argeles at 8:45 o'clock 
Others will take later trains but a large 
number, especially of the women, will 
not be able to travel for a day or two. 

Ship’s Officers Dea cunced. 

Many of the passengers were vehe- 
ment in their denunciation of the ship’s 
officers, who refused to land the pas- 
sengers soon after the Santa Rosa 
grounded near Point Arguello. 

Capt. Faria, who was making his first 
trip as commander of the vessel, de- 
clined, they say, to listen to the pleas 
of the passéngers who desired to be put 
ashore before the gale yesterday even- 
ing, and brought them face to face with 
death. 

He replied to entreaties, it is said, with 
the statement that he had recefved in- 
structions from the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Co. officials to permit no one to 
go ashore until it became absolutely 
necessary. 

Half-Clad Womern Eysterical. 

The relief train bearing the rescued 
passengers of the wrecked steamship 
arrived in Santa Barbara early today 
and discharged a pitiful freight of 
hysterical women and half clad, shiv- 
ering men. — 

Suffering and privation were written 
plainly on the faces of all, and it will 
be weeks and in some cases months 
before some of the victims recover. 
All had been drenched to the skin in 
coming ashore in the breeches buoy 
in the high surf, and none had had 
anything to eat since the noon meal 
vesterday on board the ship, except a 
hasty lunch and a cup of coffee pro- 
vided by sympathetic farmers who 
thronged to the beach from thgir 
nearby homes when the vessel began 
Lo preak up. 

Many wertfe too weak to leave the 
— unassisted, and half a dozen 
nad to be carried from the train on 
stretchers. Hardly one of the pas- 
sengers was fully clothed. The great- 
er part of them were wrapped in 
blankets. 

The rescued passengers were for 
the most part too wrought up to talk 


connectedly of their nerve-racking 
experience. A few of the cooler 
spirits, however, were able to give a 


brief word picture of the wreck, the 
ong suspense on the crumbling ship 
as it crunched to pieces beneath them 
yn the rocks, and the terrifying pass- 
age through the boiling surf to safety 
on the beach. 

Other Deaths Related, 

That no one will be able ¢o tell ac- 
curately for some time how many 
lives were lost was the opinion voiced 
this morning by three survivors who 
insist that they saw one woman 
swept from a life raft and drowned. 

They say that many more must ave 
terished in the numerous upsets that 
marked the journeys of the life rafts 
to the shore. 

E. K. Ross, with his wife and son of 
San Francisco were among the rescued 
who reached here today. -That Mrs. 
Ross reached shore alive is due to the 
heroism of some unidentified passenger 
who grasped her as she was sinking 
after she had been swept from an over- 
turned life raft, and swam with her 
through the breakers to safety. 

“T sank three times,’”’ said Mrs. Ross. 
“It was the life preserver which brought 
me to the surface each time, but I was 
unable to battle with the immense break- 
ers that swept over my head. Once as 
[I came to the top, I saw my little boy 
just as he was going down. I grabbed 
him by the hair and just then a big, 
strong man caught me and helped me 
get ashore.’’ 

Captain Held Them on Ship. 

Ross said that the passengers from 
the first asked to be put ashore. They 
even called to a passenger train passing 
‘rom the cliff, he said, The train 
stopped, he said, but the captain ~ ould 
not allow the passengers to go ashore. 

“It was as quiet as a mill pond ten,” 
toss went on, “and it would have been 
@n easy task for the crew to have put 
vs ashore. But Capt. Faria said he had 
orders by wireless from his company to 
keep the people aboard. 

“The life saving crew from a station 
near the point appeared early in the 
day and offered assistance, but after 
keeping them by two hours the captain 
told them. they would not be needed. 
+ “en actual debarkation from the ship 
did commence, however, they returned 


and did heroic work.’ 
“There were probably eight lost in all

“Two 
boats capsized, one from the Santa Rosa 
in command of Second Mate Heuson and 
from the steamer Helen P. Drew, which 
stood by us all day, waiting fora 
chance to help us to get a line ashore.” 
Among those too seriously hurt to 
leave the train was Miss Jennie Weav- 
er of San Francisco. With another 
woman and four children she was sent 
ashore in a net attached to the surf 
line. Waves washed over them con-

ARBITRATION PACT 
SURE SAYS TAFT 





President Tells Endeavorers 
England Will Soon Sign 
Treaty. 





ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 8.—In 
a speech to the International Christian 
Endeavor convenfion last night, Presi- 
cent Taft declared that negotiations for 
the arbitration treaty between the Unit- 
ed States and Great’ Britaln have 
reached a point where there can be no 
doubt of the signing of the pact. 

“I am glad to say,” said the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘that today we have reached such 
a point in the negotiations for a treaty 
of universal arbitration with one of the 
great European powers that we <an 
confidently predict the signing of a 
satisfactory treaty. 

“The arbitration treaty, heretofore, 
with Great Britain and other countries 
bas excepted from the causes which may 
be arbitrated those which involved the 
vital interests of either party or its 
honor. The treaty which we are now 
closing with Great Britain eliminates 
these exceptions and provides that all 
questions of international concern of a 
justifiable character shall be submitted 
to the arbitration of an impartial tri- 
bunal.”’ 

The President sient the hope tnat 
eventually six European powers may 
make similar treaties. 

Such action, he said, will not abolish 
war, but would furnish a forcible in- 
strument in preventing it. 

The President spoke from a platform 
cn the million dollar pier. Several thou- 
sand persons heard him, and cheered 
him as he entered and as he left the 
pier. — 

The first part of the President's speech 
was devoted to a brief review of the 
work of the Christian Endeavor soacj- 
eties. 

From praise of the society, the Presi- 
dent turned to peace and arbitration, 
which he said could be expedited by the 
influence of such an organization,

The attitude of the people is well ex- 
pressed by a banner stretched outside 
the City Council Hall at Pembroke, a 
suburb of the capital, which refused to 
present an official address to the King, 


reading: 
“WELCOME. WH WANT HOME 
RULE.” 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin, whose 


threat that he would present an address 
to His Majesty, despite the contrary 
decision of the corporation, it was 
feared, would lead to trouble, remained 
at home. 

The King’s reply to the address 
presented upon his landing at Kings- 
ton in which he said: 

“I and the Queen hastened our 
visit to the Irish people in whose 
welfare our interest is deep and abid- 
ing,” had the effect of establishing 
an immediate friendship between 
their majesties and the crowd filling 
the street. 

Children With Them. 

The royal yachts, Victoria and Al- 
bert, having on board their majesties 
the Prince of Wales and Princess 
Mary, anchored in Kingstown Har- 
bor last evening. Today the royal 
party entered the capital. They were 
received on shore by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, who delivered the 
address of welcome, and were driven 
in state carriages to the castle, 
where apartments had been specially 
prepared for their oceupancy during 
their stay here. 

The occasion was made a holiday and 
the streets were crowded with people 
who had come to see what to them was 
an interesting pageant. Students from 
Trinity College pathered in force on Col- 
lege Green and gave their majestics a 
lcyal and enthusiastic welcome. The 
threatened counter demonstration did 
not materialize. The majority of those 
who looked on did not so much as raise 
their hats at the approach of the im- 
perial ones, and as soon as the proces- 
sion had passed, the crowd walked 
quietly away.
